A jronng m an, nam ed W alter Flnlayson, 
lately from England, said to be a connection 
of the Broad woods, piano m anufacturers, of 
London, was found dead in his bed at the St. 
George hot» 1. In V gt riayesterday m orning. 
From appearance he is supposed to have sul- 
eldeu w ith strychnine. 
(. has. W alts, w ho was a prisoner In K ltsop 
eounty Jail, In W ashington Territory, under 
sentence of death for the m urder of a m an on 
S an Juan Island, m ade his escape Thursday 
night. H e an d tw o o tb ei convicts were being 
m arched back to Jail, w hen, taking advan­ 
tage of the turned back of the guard, W aits 
etruck o u t for freedom . It was nearly dark 
and in a m om ent he w as out of sight in the 
bush. The Sheriff offers a reward of $‘200 for 
his recapture. 
A com plaint was filed yesterday in the 
Fourth D istrict Court San Francisco by the 
P an am a railroad com pany against the Paci­ 
fic Mall C om pany, to recover $338,034 dne de­ 
fendants for transportation of goods and pas­ 
sengers across the Isthm us betw een March, 
1875 and M arch 1876. 
The M ayor of San Francisco and six re p re ­ 
sentatives of th e Chinese com panies held a 
long consultation Thursday on a proposition 
to send all the Chinese prostitutes back to 
China. T he representatives of the Mongoli­ 
a n corporations adm itted 
th ere were not 
m ore th a n one thousand Chinese in San 
Francisco who refused to acknow ledge alle­ 
giance to the six Chinese com panies. If they 
decided th a t the lewd w om en should return 
to 
C hina 
th a t 
th e ir 
com m ands shall 
be obeyed. The com panies have the propo­ 
sition under consideration and before m any 
days w ill report w hat they w ill be w illing to 
do. 
Yesterday m orning about 1:30, three pistol 
Shots were fired in rapid succession, near the 
eorner of Main and C lark streets, E ureka, 
N evada, by Dan Sullivan,a gam bler, and the 
victim was Toseph Schw an,com m only known 
•a Dutch Joe, a m em ber of th e sam e profes­ 
sion. Two of the shots took effect; one in the 
leftshoulder, inflicting a flesh wound; the 
other in the abdom en, it was scarcely a 
possibility of the latter not to prove fatal, as 
It m ust have passed directly through th e 
bowels. After 
the shooting, 
which took 
place on the side w alk in front of the corner 
of asaloon, Sullivan started around the cor­ 
ner down C lark street, w hen officer McKee 
followed and arrested him and took him to 
Jail. The trouble com m enced in the Sazerac 
saloon, w here both had their pistols out, bu t 
no shooting was done until they got out on 
th e sidew alk. Schw an did not fire his pistol. 
The origin of the difficulty is not know n, or 
an y further particulars, except th at Schw an 
was considerably 
under th e 
Influence of 
liquor and Sullivan sober. 
The U niversity boat race on the .Tham es 
between Cambridge an d Oxford was won by 
th e Cam bridge Crew. The excitem ent was 
intense. 
The tim e of th e T ham es boat race was 19 
m inutes, distance 4 m iles. B est tim e on rec­ 
ord. 
Ex-Collector M aguire of St. Louis was sen­ 
tenced to-day to six m onths Im prisonm ent 
and $5,000 fine. McKee was denied a m otion 
fb ra n ew trial.

The Council. 


E d it o r H e r a l d .—W e noticed in 
the press of this city an account of the 
action of the Common Council ou 
Thursday and Friday of last week in 
regard to the act of the Legislature in 
authorizing a Board of Public Works 
for this city, and a petition of the 
Council to the Governor in reference 
to it.

W a s h i n g t o n , April 8lh.—'The fol­ 
lowing important letter was received 
here to-day: 
“ Treasury Department, Office of In ­ 
ternal Revenue, Washington, D. C., 
April 6th, 1876.—S i r : 
I have before 
me your letter of March 22d, in which 
you sav parties are asking for govern­ 
ment license to retail liquors at Custer 
City, Black Hills, Indian Territory, 
and ask for instructions. Section 2.139 
of the revised statute seems to be the 
only one which relates directly to the 
question you present. 
It is there pro­ 
vided that no ardent spirits shall be 
introduced under any pretense into 
the Indian country except by order or 
under authority from the W ar De­ 
partment or some officer duly author­ 
ized hy the W ar Department. 
It is 
further provided in the same section 
that every person except an Indian in 
the Indian country who sells, e x ­ 
changes, gives, barters or disposes of 
any spirituous liquors or wines to any 
Indian under charge of an Indian S u­ 
perintendent or Agent, shall be pun­ 
ishable by tine and imprisonment. 
Under an earlier act for statutes at 
large, 6,732, section 20, tbe right to in- 
trodce spirituous liquors or wines into 
an Indian country was limited to 
sucli supplies as should lie necessary 
for officers of the United States and 
troops of the service,under direction of 
the war department. 
Tiie present 
law contains no sucli limitation on 
the passage of the revised statutes. 
The Indians were specially exempted 
from tine and imprisonment imposed 
by said law. 
“ Under 1,139 of the e x ­ 
isting statutes, not only m ay ardent 
spirits be introduced into the Indian 
country, and under certain circum­ 
stances—to wit: by order or under the 
direction of t he war departm ent—but 
in my opinion they may be lawfully 
sold to any person in the Indian coun­ 
try and by others toothers, except In ­ 
dians under the charge of air Indian 
agent or Superintendent. 
I t is not 
the introduction hut sale of spirits 
which is under consideration. 
Sales 
may be made without violating stat­ 
utes, and you are not at liberty to as­ 
sume that the applicant for a special 
tax stamp intends to conduct his bus­ 
iness iu violation of law. 
He will 
therefore sell liquor dealers stamps 
for use in the Indian country to such 
as apply and pay for them. 
You are 
advised to inform applicants of the 
provisions of sections 2,139 and 2,140 
of the revised statutes,and that stamps 
are not a license and give no author­ 
ity to sell spirits in violation of this 
report of existing laws, or any that 
may hereafter be enacted. 
A bill is 
now' pending in 
Congress 
which, 
should it pass in its present form, will 
amend said section 2,139 hy striking 
out in lines two or three the words, 
“exceptan Indian in the Indian coun­ 
try.”

N e w Y o r k , April 8.—The decision 
of the Court of Appeals of New York 
on the tax suit brought by the city 
against the Pacific Mail yteam ship 
Company which was in favor of the 
city, is to be appealed to the Supreme 
Court of tbe U.S.

A Desert Sketch.

And th ey who died 
Along the d im , far desert route, 
T heir ghosts are m any. 
. Already the iron horse puffs his va­ 
por breath upon the desert beyond 
Seven Palms. In a few months he 
will wend his toilsome way to the 
banks of the Colorado and a land that 
lias long bordered upon the unknown 
will be opened to the advancement of 
civilization and refinement. Thus we 
wait for a brief period the progress of 
thesteel rails that are reaching out 
•ever that dreary waste of desert and 
portend the better time beyond. Then 
in a day, at most, we shall whirl over 
the parched and wasted plaiur-the 
boundless fields of sand anti cactus 
which form the Sahara of America— 
and we shall scarcely know what man­ 
ner of land it is. 
Certainly, we may 
not appreciate its toils, its dangers 
and its hardships. A whistle,a hissing 
of the escapetl steam, a rumbling and 
rattling of (he iron wheels, and miles 
upon miles of road have been passed 
Unheeded. 
It was not so in the early times 
when the desert comprized all but the 
terrors of hades f«>r those unfortunate 
pioneers who were compelled to cross 
it on their journey to or from the Pa­ 
cific Coast. Títere was no pathway 
across the broad expi use of powdery 
sand und a kali, unbroken save by the 
stunted growth of grensewood and cac­ 
ti. 
You might have searched in vain 
for tlie track of the last passing wagon 
wheel or the latest footprint, for the 
scorching desert wind had passed and 
drifted the uncertain saints again iuto 
undistinguishabie desolation. 
The beast of 
burden 
toiled with 
more thun wonted endurance through 
the sands that hound its tired teet like 
manacles and when tiie last exertion 
of the wearied frame had been put 
forth, it laid down to die and leave 
its whitened hones bleaching upon tiie 
plain. And m an—God forbid that he 
should meet his death iu such au uu- 
liallowed spot. 
Oid Jerry once told me he attempted 
to cross tiie desert and how a merciful 
Providence spared him from a terrible 
fate. 
He had piloted a detachment of 
soldiers across to New Mexico and 
was on his return alone.
